become clear that biparti- 
san reforms are needed to 
prevent future political 
abuse of the ethics process 
in Congress. In particular, 
the separation of powers 
doctrine requires that vio- 
lations of ethical norms be 
enforced internally through a process of 
peer review. Unfortunately, we have 
learned that self-enforcement breeds 
partisan abuse when an investigation 
centers on a high profile public official. 

. To prevent the type of political abuse 
and interference such as that subjected 
on the ethics process during the Gingrich 
investigation, I have joined Rep. Lee 
Hamilton (D-IN) in introducing biparti¬ 
san legislation that would for the first 
time give private citizens a meaningful 
role in the ethics process in the House of 
Representatives. Our fundamental goals 
are to further enhance the openness of 
the House to make this institution more 
responsive to the public, and to bolster 
citizen confidence in Congress. 

This proposal was developed during 
our service as House co-chairmen of the 
1993 Joint Committee on the Organiza¬ 
tion of Congress. It would authorize the 
Speaker and Minority Leader to appoint 
jointly 20 independent fact finders at the 
beginning of each Congress. These pri¬ 
vate citizens could then be called upon 
to conduct ethics investigations for the 
Ethics Committee. The definition of 
private citizens includes, among others, 
former Members of Congress and retired 
judges, but not lobbyists. 

The job of the fact finders would be 
to conduct a preliminary review of an

als, gather pertinent evi- 
dence, and so on. This 
would increase public con- 
fidence that allegations of 
ethical misconduct are be- 
ing fiilly and independent- 
ly explored. After the pre- 
liminary review of the th- 
ics complaint has been 
completed, the private citizens would 
report their findings and recommenda¬ 
tions to the full Ethics Committee, which 
would then conduct its own review of 
the information transmitted to it by the 
fact finders, including, if required, the 
convening of public hearings. 

Using private citizens as independent 
fact-finders provides an innovative and 
flexible approach to revamping the eth¬ 
ics process in the House of Representa¬ 
tives, particularly in addressing high 
profile and complex cases. Public trust 
in the institution is low in part because 
of concerns about how Congress handles 
complaints of etiiical violations against 
its own members. 

Members of Congress and citizens 
alike have a large stake in an improved 
ethics process. The strength of represen¬ 
tative government rests fundamentally 
on public confidence in the integrity of 
its proceedings. There is an inherent 
conflict-of-interest when only Members 
of Congress are involved in evaluating 
ethics complaints against their peers. 
Allowing private citizens to assist in eth¬ 
ics investigations on a case-by-case ba¬ 
sis would demonstrate that the House of 
Representatives and its members care 
deeply about improving and strengthen¬ 
ing their ethical processes and responsi¬ 
bilities.

QUESTION; My 1985 Chevy van 
vibrates badly when I drive at speeds over 
35 mph. I took the van to a tire dealer, who 
told me I needed to buy two radial tires 
because I had mixed them on each axle 
(one radial on the right front and one on 
the left rear). I think that the tires just need 
to be balanced and that the dealer was try¬ 
ing to sell me tires I didn't need. What do' 
you think?

ANSWER: Both of you may be right. 
First, you can’t mix radial tires with cross- 
ply tires on the same axle. If you must have 
a mix of radials and cross-ply tires, make 
sure the cross-plies are on the front and the 
radials are on the rear - this is the only way 
this combination will work. If the van still 
vibrates after moving the tires, have the 
suspension and alignment checked ac¬ 
cording to specifications.

The March 3 meeting of 
the Arcadia City Council 
began with a few light¬ 
hearted presentations be¬ 
fore getting down to more 
controversial business 
matters. 

The first presentation, 
made by the Arcadia Fes¬ 
tival of Bands Chairman 
Jim Burrows on behalf of 
the 1996 Festival of Bands 
Committee, was a plaque 
for the Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil for their outstanding 
support. 

The second was to the 
Arcadia Chapter of the 
American Red Cross for 
their continued work in the 
community. Mayor Mrs. 
Barbara Kuhn announced 
that March was now offi¬ 
cially Red Cross Month, 
and the representatives 
from the Red Cross ex¬ 
plained the beginnings of a 
community support cam¬ 
paign aided by 
Councilmember Mr. Gary 
Kovacic. 

One major item of dis¬ 
cussion was a recommen¬ 
dation to amend the 
“Arcadia Municipal Code 
relating to wall and fence 
height and establishing ar¬ 
chitectural design guide¬ 
lines for walls, wrought 
iron fences, decorative 
columns and lighting lo¬ 
cated within the front yard 
area” presented by Mrs. 
Donna Butler, Community 
Development Administra¬ 
tor. In order to make the 
city’s houses less impos¬ 
ing and give them a more 
open look, fences would 
be only four feet tall in the 
front and sides not facing 
the street. Also, no solid 
fencing would be allowed. 
Side fences facing the 
streets would have their 
minimum height raised to 
five feet, and gates would 
be maximum five feet. 
The only exceptions 
would be decorative 
arches which could be six 
inches taller than the fenc¬ 
ing. The requirement for 


front fence location would 
be altered as well, now 18 
inches from the property 
line, so that pedestrians on 
sidewalks would have 
more room. This also cre¬ 
ates a less imposing look. 
Finally, decorative col¬ 
umns would need to be 
seven and a half feet apart 
to avoid that “solid fence” 
look. 

Little League seemed a 
favorite with the Council 
as four out of the five men¬ 
tioned it in their individual 
reports.

Service Director, to appro¬ 
priate $33, 000 from the 
Water Facility Replace¬ 
ment Reserve Fund for the 
disinfection and repair of 
Longden Well #1 passed. 
The problem was discov¬ 
ered in May of last year, 
but only recently was the 
cause detected as petro¬ 
leum. Now knowing this, 
repairs will be made ac¬ 
cordingly. Council mem¬ 
ber Dr. Sheng Chang ex¬ 
pressed his concerns as to 
the cleanliness of the wa¬ 
ter system and Mr. Malloy 
responded by explaining 
that there is a regulated 
water system from which 
sample tests are taken pe¬ 
riodically, that no other 
wells are contaminated, 
and that if one was, they 
would be alerted. 

The Council approved 
an application for grant 
funds from the California 


Department of Forestry 
and Fire Protection which 
would give the city $30, 
000 with which to plant 
120 trees. 

Along with the tree 
grant was one submitted 
for the beginning of an Oil 
Recycling program. The 
containers in which the 
used oil would be put 
would be available at the 
Arcadia Firestone, Chiefs 
Auto Parts, or Jiffy lube. 

The most controversial 
issue of the night was 
brought up by Human Re¬ 
sources Manager Gary 
Rogers who reported and 
recommended several re¬ 
visions to the current city 
job titles and salaries. Sev¬ 
eral of these current offic¬ 
ers have taken on several 
new duties and the City 
Manager felt them deserv¬ 
ing of a title change and 
raise. Mayor Kuhn ex¬ 


pressed concern on the 
budget balance and how 
the city could afford to 
raise salaries. Dr. Chang 
had a similar opinion say¬ 
ing that it was a very “in¬ 
appropriate” time to bring 
up the subject. Mr. Robert 
Harbicht, on the Mayor 
pro-team, however, felt 
that this would only be fair 
and had Mrs. Young’s 
agreement.

Every news report 
since Friday's botched 
bank robbery in North 
Hollywood has focused 
on the inadequate fire¬ 
power of the Los Angeles 
Police Department, 

The Arcadia Police 
Department has not been 
caught in the same situa¬ 
tion. 

"We currently have 
better capability for fire¬ 
power in the field than the 
LAPD notes Captain 
Dave Hinig. "After an 
evaluation a year and a 
half ago, we determined 
the necessity to make 
available a Colt M16.223 
calibre semiautomatic 
rifle." 


The need for a hire 
calibre weapon has risen 
over the past few years as 
officers encounter more 
and more criminals wear¬ 
ing armor proof vests. 

"It is unlikely to get off 
an accurate shot with a 
9mm handgun at any dis¬ 
tance when engaged in a 
gun battle." said Officer 
Bobby Bouldec. "Our fir¬ 
ing ranges are only 25 
yards so it's nice to have 
additional firepower if it's 
needed. 

The idea is to stop the 
suspect and keep the area 
and citizens safe. The 
Ml6 does that " said 
Bouldec 

One distinguishing fea¬ 


ture of the semiautomatic 
rifle that sets it apart from 
the AK 47 used in North 
Hollywood is it's accu¬ 
racy 

The bullets from the M 
16 hit at 2,600 ft per sec¬ 
ond but dissipate quickly 
avoiding exit wounds or 
from going through other 
objects diereby endanger¬ 
ing bystanders, 

"Ironically, the one 
thing that may have saved 
lives in North Hollywood 
was the fact that an auto¬ 
matic AK 47 is very dif¬ 
ficult to control and aim 
with," said Captain Hinig 

The M16 will be fitted 
into the 18 patrol cars in 
Arcadia and officers are 


currently going through 
training on proper usage 
"We first train the 
trainers then our officers 
will go through an initial 
16 hours of trainmg and 
then follow up training 
while in service, "said 
Captain Hinig. 

In addition to the rifle, 
officers can take supple¬ 
mental training to up¬ 
grade from their standard 
issue 9mm sidearm to the 
357,45 automatic or non¬ 
magnum 44 
These steps have been 
deemed necessary after 
extensive field research. 

"We seek and respect 
the opinions of our offic¬ 
ers and field supervisors. 


The Arcadia police de¬ 
partment is pro-active, not 
just reactive," said Cap¬ 
tain Hinig, "There is more 
of a criminal enterprise 
than ever before. We are 
seeing tactics being used. 
Stopwatches, scanners. 
Some of these criminals 
are highly prepared and 
we have to be able to 
counter act," 

To help counter any at¬ 
tack, Arcadia is part of 
Mutual Aid Area D which 
includes 15 surrounding 
police departments in 
neighboring cities.

down the wrong side of the 
mountain. When they had 
not returned by Friday 
morning, their companion 
hiked out to the State Park 
Ranger’s cabin and report¬ 
ed them missing. The Riv¬ 
erside Mountain Rescue 
Unit, volunteers with the 
Riverside County Sheriff, 
responded on Friday 
evening, and the call for 
assistance went out to ail 
the other volunteer moun¬ 
tain rescue teams in South- 
[ em California. 

The Sierra Madre team 
got the call while on a re¬ 
mote desert training oper¬ 
ation in Anza-Borrego 
State Park in San Diego 
County. They immediate¬ 
ly returned to Sierra Madre 
to collect their winter 
climbing gear, and then 
went to the search head¬ 
quarters at the Palm 
Springs Tram Station, 
driving over six hours alto¬ 
gether. 

Saturday morning, 
eleven Sierra Madre team 
members joined over fifty 
others from other teams in 
searching the vast San Ja¬ 
cinto summit plateau. 
Two Sierra Madre teams 
were airlifted to the 
10,804' summit of Mt. San 
Jacinto by a helicopter 


provided by the San Ber¬ 
nardino County Sheriff. 
Almost immediately, the 
team of Steve Millenbach 
and Art Fortini discovered 
the wind-blown tracks of 
the missing men. They 
were able to pinpoint the 
direction of travel and ra¬ 
dio the information to a 
Riverside County 
Sheriff’s helicopter which 
then spotted the missing 
pair three-quarters of a 
mile down the mountain. 
Millenbach and Fortini 
skied down the steep sum¬ 
mit slopes to them and 
helped them to a spot 
where they could be flown 
out. 

Derigo and Salameh 
were in good condition de¬ 
spite their having spent 
two nights out in the open 
with no tent or stove. 
Temperatures had dropped 
to the low 20’s at night, 
with strong winds. They 
were able to survive part¬ 
ly due to their digging a 
shelter into the snow at 
night, but they were able to 
sleep very little. 

“Air-5”, the Los Ange¬ 
les County Sheriffs big 
Sikorsky helicopter, was 
brought in from its station 
in the Angeles National 
Forest above Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, and, just before dark.

with the butterflies around. 
It’s a peaceful atmo¬ 
sphere,” she says. 

In their role as stewards, 
parents and friends have 
furnished the sanctuary 
with a cactus garden, and 
fruits and vegetable areas 
that include lemons, 
peaches, pears, apricots, 
oranges, watermelons, to¬ 
matoes, squash, zucchinis, 
and kumquats. 

Nursery school children 
have grown watermelon 
for their snacks, and have 
made zucchini pancakes 
from the gardens’ offer¬ 
ings.
